fA Sad Fatality 


A very sad tatality occurred 
north of town on Wednesday, 
when Frank, youngest son of 
Mr, and Mrs. J. Niwa, fell down 
a dis-used well on Mrs Mahura 
farm, with fatal results. From

spot,
